date with Serial No, 09/949,704.

Ordered that the request to reschedule the hearing to 
date after July 13, 2005, is granted , and that a new date 
for the oral hearing will be sent to counsel. 

No further request for postponement will be permitted. 
Any further request for postponement will be treated as a waiver 
of the Request, for Oral Hearing. 
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
